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"The IDN system was a parallel system of files to the 201 files. IDN files were ‘individuals connected to 
targeted organizations.' In other words, if you had a targeted organization, something like the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee, these were individuals that were connected to that organization. That whole filing system 
got junked while the Warren Commission was sitting. It's never been done before, and it's never been done 
again.; a whole filing system just completely dismantled inside the Records Integration Division... One name 
jumps out: Lee Harvey Oswald." - Malcolm Blunt

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okay | persuaded welcome to participate to have an impromptu a question-and-answer scene and not quite 
five minutes away from GCHQ | recently had an extraordinary privilege of speaking under development for 
my interview program which is called a Lancer conversations day and one of the things that we talked about 
was differentiating between the type of information that is revealed to us because of because of the release 
of documents and the type of information that is discovered because things that should be there are not in 
other words we learn things from a negative temperature things that should be there or not could you give us 
any example at all of where you have followed the procedure there are systems in place there are 
mechanisms by which interested researchers can through the National Archives gain access legally properly 
to materials which are supposed to be there and are supposed to be available can you tell us about are you 
talking specifically about National Archives or what | mean what stirred are you talking about absent stuff 
missing stuff I'm talking about things were even with the assistance of someone knowing the right person 
which is always a good thing yeah well | think that's a 
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a good thing yeah well | think that's a you know there's this many ways you can travel international stars you 
can look outside of you your specific area you know if you look down an index other Nash | mean it's a map 
it's a massive database which is hopelessly incomplete right now you know when you go online if you go 
online you look at you look at this stuff the databases just so other dates just to be unusable | think that if you 
if you go into files which seemingly would have no connection or no relation to your subject like the 
assassination record review board those general counsel files and you wanted to learn say about the church 
committee and the church committee had there were there are a great amount of documents missing from 
the church committee files and the associate general counsel of the review board did his own investigation 
and did a terrific investigation actually working out which documents were missing and of course it's given us 
the giving us all you know a chance to work out where we need to look because we get to what we don't 
read before we get to choke points no we can't choke points choke points to where this story really doesn't 
add up at all so these are these are areas we always need to look very closely hospitals travel to the Soviet 
Union | think is a strong example for me because that's still hopelessly incomplete there's a 
counterintelligence stuff printout from 
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counterintelligence stuff printout from 77 or 70 most most of this stuff is courtesy of you and Dan hard way 
and people like yourself you managed to dig this stuff out that I'm eternally grateful to you and Betsy Wolfe is 
actually wisdom on all these people because it's just helped me so much but when you look at that stuff then 
you can get some idea of them where where exactly to look the choke points is like pajamas so you created

to be designated as JFK Records because they've been pulled in connection with investigation and those are

see writing books or operates on some project and he ordered his card he got stuff out that he expected to 
find he went through the boxes half the stuff is missing | mean the guy went nuts | thought it you know any 
minute now the security guards are gonna go he's gonna be direct stream head is screaming at the room 
can you imagine you're working 
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y'all got that sense of the relationship change when you were doing - well you do - what that was the point 
there | think yeah they thought you were well | think it started anyway it stopped a bit but some of the 
documents um of the documents are still obviously still in the process of being returned to the clients they 
were supposed to put him back in the past allegedly so but they do make mistakes you know yeah they do 
make mistakes yeah yeah | mean you get stuff this really does slip through the cracks some wonderful stuff 
where did you get that from at the Macomb document yeah that's it oh 
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at the Macomb document yeah that's it oh that always seems to me quite sophisticated because you know if 
you know how mecon wrote his memories everything was done in like you know the cadences would buy like 
Ratatat a bumper bomb when you look through that microRNA it's it's it blends exactly with his release 
correspondence these short paragraphs the way they arise you could almost you know superimpose it but 
then when it finishes with you know the signature which looks like it's been lifted off the you know the 
declaration to the Warren Commission that the Arias was never a name you know an employee it looks 
exactly the same signatures been taken off that talk of a superimposed on that one but that the letterhead is 
fine | mean | think they see you you queried that but I've seen for me I'm not dismiss it but the only thing | 
just misses a signature | do not like that signature and | don't | don't know what's going on there it | said to 
some people it could have been part of the 1966 James Master veto cult of Secret Service files could have it 
you know if they left off the signature | would | think | would have been you know I've been in there hook line 
and sinker | think it would probably would have believed it but the signature signature is very iffy you know 
yeah yeah but he's obviously had acts that he's obviously had access to pecans correspondence because it 
you know the way he writes is exactly sure you surprised me during their conversation more than once and 
one time in particular was because you've spent so much time dealing with the nuts and

Commission era you recognized Allen Dulles is handmade so what was the big sweeping Allen Dulles

born an agent of the CIA no you know that's all no | didn't say that small | want to tell you when we talked 
about you know things that slip through the cracks you know furedi this is woman furedi okay 1996 | 
requested fair play for Cuba committee okay | got two full cards by mistake of the national fair play for Cuba 
committee FBI files no reductions whatsoever nothing for three days | hadn't but | was so green Rena gills | 
didn't really take advantage and then they snatched they snatched them back they realized their mistake 
yeah | taste something you guys did miracles that Betsy wolf were you know for me 
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that Betsy wolf were you know for me because I'm looking at internals you know the way the CIA ships its 
paper right you know arcane and boring but she did all she did all the the rich she broke her back doing that 
stuff and she almost got it she almost got it you know she just didn't she just didn't get the final pieces of the 
puzzle and some of that stuff is still redacted we mean we talk about classified documents so | mean it's um 
the testimony of Robert Gambino did you ever get into that stuff | mean it's all | get is researchers notes for 
that three pages but the guy was fantastically open | mean are you increasingly interested in the peter Popoff 
part of this story | think that's what we're looking at widows | mean 
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
